and anye true religion, whereby their life 
and conuerſation ought to bee gouerned, 
and that they ſhoulde render an accounte 
thereof in the day of Judgement , they 
woulde ſurely, be other maner of men, then 
in deede they are.

their owne conſciences: Foz, they them⸗ 1% 
ſelues laugh him to ſcozne in their heartes, TRY 
and doe no moꝛe beleeue him, then thoſe as 1 
gainſt whom they oppoſe them ſelues, But 
F feare mee, J haue doone them greate 
wong to compare them vnto Balaam, be;
